To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Forehoe  and 
Henstead  Rural  District  Council. 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report 
for  1945  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of  your 
district. 

L GENERAL. — Area  of  district,  69,267  acres;  popu- 
lation, 20,500.  Rateable  value,  £76,667.  Product  of  Id. 
rate,  £274  12s.  Id.  Chief  industry.  Agriculture. 

Following  up  observations  in  the  last  Report  re- 
garding lack  of  nursing  provision  for  the  sick,  and 
especially  for  the  chronic  and  aged  sick,  while  I have 
no  figures  to  prove  it,  my  impression  is  that  the  position 
is  substantially  worse.  Measures  should  be  taken 
without  delay  to  solve  this  difficult  situation.  When 
Hospitals,  and  even  Isolation  Hospitals  are  compelled 
to  close  wards  for  lack  of  nursing  facilities,  however 
the  urgency  of  the  cases  requiring  admission,  it  is  surely 
time  to  take  drastic  action.  During  the  War,  the 
Government  assumed  power  to  direct  personnel  to  work 
of  National  importance — such  as  mining  and  agricul- 
ture and  while  I hesitate  to  recommend  anything 
that  savours  of  compulsion,  or  outright  conscription,  I 
feel  some  steps  should  be  taken  in  the  direction  of 
offering  very  generous  remuneration  to  suitable  per- 
sons, both  male  and  female,  with  some  nursing  training 
or  experience  to  offer  their  services  for  the  emergency. 
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As  well  as  Hospital  Nursing  Staffs,  there  is  a great 
shortage  of  District  Nurses,  Health  Visitors,  and  Home 
Helps.  I have  already  stated  that  for  the  lack  of  these 
the  aged  and  chronic  invalids  are  being  forced  to  end 
their  days  in  P.A.  Institutions,  which  may  be,  but  in 
some  cases  are  definitely  not,  suitable. 

If  the  State  takes  over  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
there  would  appear  to  be  a great  opportunity  here  for 
those  charitably  minded  people  who  have  in  the  past 
supported  these  Hospitals  for  these  aged  and  incurables, 
to  support  and  endow  houses  and  similar  organisations.

V.  DIPHTHERIA  IMMEJNISATION. 

Throughout  the  year  the  protection  of  many  chil- 
dren has  been  effected.  We  are  now  able  to  assess  the 
value  of  this  service  since  its  inauguration  in  1940,  and 
we  are  also  able  to  see  where  our  efforts  to  afford  full 
protection  fail.  This  brings  us  to  the  questions: 

(1)  Are  the  reagents  we  are  using  the  best? 

(2)  Are  they  being  given  in  adequate  doses? 

(3)  How  long  does  immunity  last,  and  arising  out 

of  this,  how  can  we  find  out? 

A lot  of  work  is  being  done  in  dealing  with  these 
points.  As  regards  the  last,  experience  is  showing  that 
more  general  recourse  might  be  made  of  Schick  Test- 
ing. The  cost  of  this  service  should  be  defrayed  by  the 
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Local  Authorities  and  made  available  to  all  requesting 
it.  Experience  to  date  also  tends  to  show  that  the  in- 
jections given  at  or  about  the  first  birthday  should  be 
followed  by  one  on  entry  to  school.  When  the  National 
Medical  Services  are  in  operation  the  appointment  of 
one  qualified  practitioner  in  the  district  to  be  respon- 
sible for  the  carrying  out  of  the  whole  of  this  important 
service  might  be  advisable  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
present  Vaccination  Act. 

Here  are  some  enlightening  figures  on  the  effects 
of  immunisation  on  the  incidence  and  mortality  of 
diphtheria. 

AVERAGE  yearly  number  of  cases  in  England  and 
Wales: — 

In  decade  1911-20  — 51,757 
1921-30  — 54,889 
1931-40  --  - 55.388 

ACTUAL  number  of  cases  in  1944  was  29,446.  And  as 
regards  mortality,  we  find  that  prior  to  1941  the  deaths 
in  England  and  Wales  were  never  below  2,000,  but  in 
1942  they  dropped  to  1,827,  in  1943  to  1,371,  in  1944  to 
934,  and  in  1945  to  720. 

Since  1940,  3,797  children  have  received  immiunising 
treatment,  2,142  between  the  ages  of  1 to  9 years  and 
1,655  between  9 and  15.  During  the  current  year  254 
children  received  treatment. 

I have  had  no  reports  of  malnutrition  during  the 
War  years,  and  the  general  health  of  the  district  has 
been  excellent  throughout. 

In  conclusion,  I have  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairmmi, 
and  the  Council  and  officials  for  continued  and  in- 
valuable help  afforded  to  me  at  all  times  during  the 
year.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Forehoe  and 
Henstead  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  for 
the  year  ending  31st  December,  1945. 

The  year  saw  the  fulfilment  of  the  hope  for 
Victory,  and  our  thoughts  turned  to  face  the  struggle 
which  lay  ahead  in  gradually  bringing  the  country  not 
only  back  to  its  peace-time  conditions  but  to  do  far 
greater  things  in  relation  to  Public  Health  and  Housing 
than  had  ever  been  done  before. 

It  could  be  realised  by  the  end  of  the  year,  even 
in  so  short  a time  after  the  cessation  of  hostilities,  that 
the  process  will  be  a very  slow  one,  and  whilst  a start 
has  been  made  to  finally  clear  up  all  the  emergency 
work  of  the  war  and  also  to  begin  new  Housing  Schemes, 
the  raising  of  standards  for  Food  Production,  etc.,  and 
the  provision  of  piped  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage 
Schemes,  the  acute  shortage  of  skilled  labour  and 
materials  will  mean  slow  progress. 

Details  of  progress  made  will  be  found  under  the 
various  headings  which  follow.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  TFIE  AREA. 

Water.—  The  water  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained 
mainly  from  wells  of  varying  depths,  mosth^  shallow, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Parishes  of  Costessey, 
Cringleford.  Trowse  Newton.  Poringland,  parts  of 
Framingham  Earl,  Upper  Stoke  Holy  Cross,  and  Caistoi 
St.  Edmunds,  where  the  Norwich  Company  s water  is 
laid  on,  and  the  Parishes  of  Hingham  and  parts  of 
Wicklewood  and  Hackford,  where  veater  is  obtained 
from  the  Wymondham  Urban  District  Council  s supply 
at  High  Oak,  Wicklewood. 

The  water  supplies  m the  Parishes  other  than  those 
covered  by  main  supplies  have,  with  the  exception  of 
isolated  cases,  been  sufficient.  The  acute  shortage  in 
part  of  the  Parish  of  Wicklewood  has  nov/  been  rec- 
tified by  the  provision  of  a piped  supply. 

At  the  request  of  this  Authority,  small  piped  water 
extensions  have  been  carried  out  by  the  Norwicn 
Corporation  in  Costessey  and  Framingham  Earl,  with 
the  usual  financial  guarantee  by  the  District  Council. 

The  quality  of  the  water  varies  considerably,^  and 
in  some  of  the  flat  and  poorly  drained  parishes  is  of 
inferior  quality.  It  is  only  in  the  parish  of  Hethersett 
wffiere  it  is  knowm,  as  a result  of  samples  taken  before 
the  outbreak  of  war.  that  the  water  is  polluted  over  a 
fairly  wdde  area.  This  Parish  should  be  No.  1 priority 
in  any  future  schemes  for  the  area. 

The  water  obtained  from  the  Norwich  Corporation 
is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action,  and  that 
supplied  from  Wymondham  Urban  District  Council  s 
Works  is  softened  and  is  also  not  liable  to  have 
plumbo-solvent  action. 
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Twenty- two  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  the 
purpose  of  analysis  by  the  Public  Analyst,  and  of  these 
18  were  reported  as  fit  for  drinking  and  domestic  pur- 
poses and  4 were  polluted. 

^ In  the  cases  of  polluted  wells,  all  were  remedied 
by  informal  action.

Sewerage. — During  the  year  no  progress  has  been 
made  regarding  either  new  sewerage  schemes  or  the 
completion  of  the  house  connections  in  Trowse  New- 
ton. The  latter  is  now  becoming  urgent,  and  in  view 
of  the  unsettled  nature  of  the  existing  Night  Soil  Col- 
lection Scheme. 

The  old  sewers  in  Hingham  have  not  given  any 
serious  trouble,  but  the  occasional  breakages  and  road 
subsidences  are  warnings  that,  unless  within  the  next 
few  years  a modern  sewerage  scheme  is  installed,  serious 
trouble  may  arise. 


SCAVENGING:  NIGHT  SOIL  AND  REFUSE 
COLLECTION  SCHEMES. 

It  is  extremely  gratifying  to  be  able  to  include  for 
the  first  time  that  the  Council  has  put  into  operation 
a Direct  Labour  Scheme  for  the  collection  of  house- 
hold refuse  in  certain  parishes. 

A Scammel  Vehicle  was  purchased,  and,  with  two 
men,  fortnightly  collections  were  started  in  July  in  the 
parishes  of  Cringleford  and  Costessey.  Owing  to  diffi- 
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ciilties  regarding  the  establishment  of  a central  Depot 
and  Tip,  temporary  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of 
refuse  have  been  made  with  the  Norwich  Corporation, 
and  our  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  the  willing  and 
ready  help  afforded. 

It  is  anticipated  that  in  the  near  future  the  Scheme 
will  be  enlarged  to  embrace,  if  not  all  parishes,  at 
least  all  the  larger  ones. 

During  the  year  night  soil  collection  in  the  parish 
of  Hingham  continued  to  be  satisfactory,  but  that  in 
the  parish  of  Trowse  Newton,  although  satisfactorily 
carried  out,  has  given  some  cause  for  anxiety  owing  to 
a possible  breakdown  of  the  arrangements  between  the 
Crown  Point  Estate  Co.  and  Reckitt  & Colman,  Ltd. 

Disinfections  and  Disinfestations. — During  the  year 
23  premises  were  disinfected  after  cases  of  infectious 
disease.  Patients  nursed  at  home  were  supplied  with 
disinfectants. 

Seven  premises  were  disinfested  owing  to  bug  in- 
festation and  4 for  flea  infestation. 

Nineteen  cases  of  Scabies  were  reported.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  not  a notifiable  disease,  there  were 
no  doubt  other  cases  which  did  not  come  to  the  notice 
of  the  Local  Authority.  Benzyl  Benzoate  was  supplied 
in  all  cases  where  necessary,  and  bedding,  etc.,  and 
premises  disinfected.  Benzyl  Benzoate  was  supplied 
in  bulk  to  doctors  to  dispense  to  needy  cases. 

Milk. — The  number  of  Registered  Cowkeepers  on 
the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  282. 

51  Accredited  Producers’  Licences  were  granted 
during  the  year  by  the  District  Council  as  agents  for 
the  Norfolk  County  Council,  and  the  Norfolk  County 
Council  granted  15  T.T.  Licences  to  Producers. 

One  licence  to  pasteurise  milk  was  issued  to  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board  in  connection  with  the  Harford 
Creamery.  Several  complaints  were  received  regarding 
samples  taken  in  the  Norwich  Borough  of  milk  pro- 
duced at  the  Creamery.  Full  investigations  were  made, 
and  several  small  points  regarding  sterilisation  were 
remedied.  Samples  taken  in  all  cases  proved  satisfactory. 
Three  Dealers  Licences  to  sell  T.T.  Milk  were  issued. 

101  samples  were  taken  from  Accredited  herds,  and 
of  these  80  satisfied  the  Methylene  Blue  Test  and  21 
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failed  to  satisfy  the  test.  These  figures  include  repeat 
samples,  and  as  a result  of  failures  one  licence  was 
suspended. 

153  Bulk  samples  of  milk  were  taken  under  the 
Countv  Council’s  Scheme  of  testing  milk  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  and  one  positive  result  was  reported  as  a result 
of  which  one  cow  was  slaughtered. 

Referring  to  my  remarks  in  the  1944  Annual  Report 
regarding  the  production  of  T.T.  milk,  milk  producers 
are  beginning  to  realise  that  the  future  of  rnilk  pro- 
duction almost  certainly  lies  in  this  direction,  and 
although  there  has  been  only  a small  increase  in  the 
number  of  T.T.  producers  the  time  does  not  seem  Quite 
so  far  off  when  T.T.  Milk  Production  will  be  the  rule 
rather  than  the  exception. 

I again  suggest  that  the  points  mentioned  in  the 
1944  Report  regarding  the  production  of  “Designated” 
Milk,  and  the  disposal  of  reactors  from  T.T.  herds  need 
far  greater  attention  from  the  Departments  concerned 
than  has  been  given  them  up  to  the  present. 


The  general  standards  of  cleanliness  in  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies  is  satisfactory,  but  it  is  still  found  that  the 
sm.aller  dairy  farms,  where  a full  time  cowman  is  not 
employed,  are  the  worst  offenders  regarding  cleanliness 
in  buildings  and  methods  of  milk  production. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods.  — Throughout  the  year 
slaughtering  of  animals  for  human  consumption  has 
been  carried  out  regularly  at  the  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughterhouse,  Swardeston.  The  amount  of  killing 
which  takes  place  necessitates  the  attendance  of  an 
Inspector  on  almost  every  day  of  the  week,  and  in  this 
way  good  sanitary  control  of  the  premises  can  be 
cised;  the  result  is  that  all  relative  provisions  of  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts  and  those  provisions  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  which  relate  to  the  cleanliness 
of  premises  and  hygiene  in  the  handling  of  food,  are 
adhered  to  in  a highly  satisfactory  manner.

During  the  year  advantage  was  taken  of  the  Scheme 
whereby  the  Norfolk  War  Agricultural  Executive  Com- 
mittee carried  out  all  treatment  for  the  District  Council 
and  the  Scheme  .worked  satisfactorily. 


SALVAGE. 

The  Council’s  Scheme  for  the  collection  of  waste 
materials  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the 
Public  Health  Department.  A Central  Depot  at  Hether- 
sett  is  used,  to  which  all  salvage  collected  in  the  villages 
is  taken  for  sorting  and  baling.  One  full-time  Depot 
man  is  employed  and  one  part-time  driver  for  the 
Council’s  van,  which  makes  either  fortnightly  or 
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monthly  calls  to  every  village.  In  addition,  the  Refuse 
Collection  Scheme  brings  in  a substantial  contribution 
from  Cringleford  and  Costessey. 

The  salvage  is  collected  in  the  villages,  in  most 
cases  under  the  direction  of  the  W.V.S.  and  the  Scouts. 
I again  thank  all  voluntary  helpers,  and  although  the 
amount  of  salvage  collected  has  shown  a further  de- 
crease, the  scheme  should  be  continued.

HOUSING. 

The  housing  conditions  in  the  district  have  not 
improved,  and  it  has  been  found  impossible  to  start  the 
Rural  Housing  Survey  which  all  Rural  Districts  must 
carry  out  as  a result  of  the  Hobhouse  Report. 

Owing  to  the  acute  shortage  of  accommodation 
there  are  still  a large  number  of  condemned  properties 
occupied—  some  by  the  original  tenants  and  others  by 
fresh  tenants,  under  licence  by  the  Council. 

No  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  by 
the  Council,  but  schemes  for  over  200  dwellings,  in- 
cluding 150  Prefabricated  Bungalows,  were  accepted 
and  in  some  cases  in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year.  It  is 
hoped  when  the  letting  of  new  houses  is  being  con- 
sidered, that  serious  consideration  is  given  to  the  re- 
housing of  occupants  of  condemned  properties,  and  that 
at  least  the  worst  cases  are  rehoused.  It  will  indeed  be 
a pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  a certain  number 
of  condemned  houses  have  been  demolished. 
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As  was  anticipated  in  the  1944  Annual  Report,  the 
difhculties  experienced  in  getting  repairs  carried  out 
within  a reasonable  time  have  become  worse,  and  the 
position  regarding  the  supply  of  materials  shows  no 
sign  of  improvement. 

During  the  year  many  cases  of  disrepair  have  been 
reported,  and,  in  addition  to  those  which  have  been 
dealt  with  informally,  the  following  notices  were 
served: —

The  completion  of  War  Damage  repairs,  contrary 
to  opinion  expressed  in  1944,  still  seems  a long  way  off, 
and  although  as  a result  of  delegated  powers  given  by 
the  Ministry  for  Local  Authorities  to  issue  Licences 
under  the  Civil  Building  Control,  Defence  (Gen.)  Re- 
gulations, 1939,  a great  number  of  serious  claims  were 
cleared  up.  A large  number  of  properties  which  have 
suffered  war  damage  are  still  being  found  which  nave 
never  been  notified.

GENERAL. 

In  concluding  my  Report  for  the  year,  I think 
special  reference  should  be  made  of  a decision  reached 
by  the  Council  towards  the  end  of  the  year  concerning 
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the  future  management  of  the  Council’s  Estates  and 
the  supervision  of  the  erection  of  the  Council’s  new 
dwellings.  It  was  decided  to  make  the  Building  Sur- 
veyor responsible  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Council’s 
Estates  and  to  appoint  additional  staff  in  the  Building 
Surveyor’s  Department,  to  assist  in  the  work  in  addition 
to  supervising  the  erection  of  the  Council’s  nev/  houses. 

Although  this  is  not  a public  health  matter  and 
is  perhaps  outside  the  ambit  of  the  general  Annual 
Report,  it  is  felt  that,  especially  in  a Rural  District, 
the  whole  question  of  housing  and  repairs,  whether 
Private  or  Local  Authority,  should  be  dealt  with  by 
one  department.  May  I take  this  opportunity  to  say 
that  I shall  do  everything  possible  to  warrant  the  con- 
fidence the  Council  has  shown  in  the  Public  Health  and 
Building  Surveyor’s  Departments,  to  undertake  these 
additional  duties.
